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REMARKS

I. STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1-14 and 16 are pending in the present application. Claims 1, 8 and 16 are the 
independent claims. 

Claim 15 has been cancelled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter 
recited therein. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 have been amended to correct their dependency. 

Claim 16 has been added. No new matter is believed to have been added. Proper 
support for claim 16 can be found on the specification at least at paragraphs [0044] through 
[0050]. 

II. CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

Claims 1 1 and 12 have been amended to correct their dependency and thus the minor 
informality indicated by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
objection to claims 11 and 12 be withdrawn. 

III. THE REJECTION OF CLAIM 15 UNDER 35 U.S.C. §112, SECOND PARAGRAPH, AS 
BEING INDEFINITE 

Claim 1 5 has been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter recited 
therein. Accordingly, the rejection of claim 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph is 
moot. 

IV. THE REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1-15 UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) AS BEING 
ANTICIPATED BY LEE ETAL. (U.S. 6,825,494). 

Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection for at least the following reason. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Lee should not be considered as prior art in the 
present application under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). On October 3, 2003, Applicant filed a Claim for 
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Priority and a Certified copy of Korean Patent Application No. 2002-64366 which was filed in 
Korea on October 21, 2002. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.55(a), Applicant submits concurrently 
herewith a verified translation of Korean Patent Application No. 2002-64366. The U.S. filing 
date of Lee is June 5, 2003 which is after the priority date to which this application is entitled. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that Lee should not be considered as prior art 
in the present application under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). 

V. CONCLUSION 

In accordance with the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that all outstanding 
rejections have been overcome and/or rendered moot. And further, that all pending claims 
patentably distinguish over the prior art. Thus, there being no further outstanding rejections, the 
application is submitted as being in condition for allowance which action is earnestly solicited.
